THE EFFECTS OF WAR,

Filipino Who Was Once Wenlthy
Now Hedoneed to Penury.
Among the Fllipinog who ars now at the
exposition there Is one man, Felix Durano,
who three years ago could have drawn n
check for $200,000 and have had it cashed.
Taday, however, his check wounld be worth
1ittle more than the revenue stamp, no mat-
ter for how much it might be drawn,
« Folix Durano Is not yet 30 years of age,
yot ho is highly educated and speaks several
lnnguages, bhayving been educated In one of
the universities at Madrid, from which he
wis graduated with high honors some eight
wenrs ago., The young man was the son of
a wholesalo dealer in silks who realded In
Manila, The father was born on the island
of Luzon and marrled there, After reach-
ing his majority, the father engaged in the
sllk business In a small way and goon
amassed a fortune. One son—Felix—was
bhorn., When this boy was 14 years of nge
he wag sent to Madrid to be educated and
returned to Manila four years ago. After
his return he became a pactner in the bus-
fness with his father and they made money
vory rapidly until three years ago, when the
fathor died. Soon after that the Spaniards
commenced to levy taxes that practically re-
sulted in the conflacation of the property.
Gradunlly the property went to pay taxes
and the final stroke Ccame two Years ago,
when the Spaniards looted the big store of
the Durinos and carried away about all of
the goods, The young man had money In
the bank and horses and cattle in the flelds,
but they went to pay the debts of the Span-
fth government. At last nearly everything
was gone and the proud sclon of the once
aristoeratie Durano family shipped before
the mast, going inte the employ of a mer-
chantman. He made n number of trips to
China and Japan and returned just in time
to find his country at war with Spain. He
took up arms and fought for the liberty of
the Filipinos, quitting the field soon after
Dowey destroyed the Bpanish fleet. At the
time of the great naval battle Durano was
in tha Interlor of the island and was In com-
mand of a company of native trbops. He-
lleving that war wae at an end, he returned
to Manlla and engnged In business agalin,
but was not successful, He romained there
until about two months ago, when he started
for Amorica,

All of the known remedles preseribed hy
the medicine men were tried, but still the
Indians kept on dying at a fearful rate. Al
lust his grandfather, who lived many miles
awny, was sent for and by giving the bat
remedy stamped out the plague. Upon his
deathhed the old man Imparted the secret
cure to Yellow Dog.
